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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 1 and 3-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the upper and lower chambers" in line 4, "inner 
end" in line 4, and "the bit face" in line 5. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
these limitations in the claim as these limitations have not been previously recited. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the wall" in line 12. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim as this limitation has not been previously recited. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "the closed inner end" in line 16. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim as this limitation has not been previously 
recited. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Curington 3,692,122. 

Referring to claims 1-2 and 5, Curington (figs. 1a-1c) discloses a down the hole 
drill assembly characterized in that exhaust passages (55,20) are provide from the 
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upper and lower chambers (30 and 26) passed the inner end of a bit (D) and through 
the body to exit out via one vent (at 52) extending through the bit body. 

Referring to claim 3, Curington discloses openings (50) extending transversely 
through the wall of the bit into a blind bore(51) extending from the bit face. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Curington 
'122 in view of Ennis 5,115,875. 

Curington does not disclose a flushing air orifice. Ennis teaches a flushing air 
orifice to allow additional flushing air to help cool the bit face and blow away chippings. 
As it would be advantageous to cool the bit face and blow away chippings, it would be 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify the 
assembly disclosed by Curington to have a flushing air orifice as taught by Ennis. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent 5,647,445 to Puchala teaches a drill bit with a blind 
bore.
